Raw wastes no longer go directly into the river, but the number 
of sources of wastewater in the Magic Valley has greatly in- 
creased. 

Runoff from agricultural operations, dairies, fcedlots and fish 
hateheries goes directly into the river. Not all of it is treated. 

Treated sewage and this runoff coniains the nutrients - primari- 
ly nitrogen and phosphorus - that along with mineral sediments 
creates luxuriant algae blooms and other aquatic plant growth in . 
the river. The result can be seen i|n the sprawling algae mots thot ^ 
float like islands in the river.

Ip concrete raceways, and in small 
ponds on streams, coulees and canals, about 118 hatcheries raise 
rainbow trout. 

A commercial hatchery can produce on average of 15,000 
pounds of fish for each cubic foot per second of water. 

About 700 “confined animal feeding operations" arc located on 
the land above the river. That number includes 550 to 600 dairies; 

the rest arc fcedlots. _ _ 

— Coulces.-streams and'cuhals drain 'nearly '500,'000 acres of agri- 
cultural land into the Snake River.

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TWIN FALLS - Some of the .stuff that 
most people think of as pollutants is really 
pretty nutritious stuff. 

Wastewater from farms, dairies and fish 
hatcheries consists of solid particles of or- 
ganic matter carried by water and organic 
chemicals dissolved in the water. 

Those chemicals often arc referred to as 
nutrients - primarily nitrogen and phospho- 
rous - because they arc the essential part of 
fertilizer similar to the fertilizers farmers 
put on their fields with the same fecund re- 
sult: luxuriant plant growth. 


Nutrients from chemical fertilizer, de- 
cayed plant material, animal wastes, fish 
hatcheries, septic systems and wastewater 
treatment systems enter groundwater or 
surface water and flow into the river along 
with eroded sediments. 

Nutrients in the soil arc washed ofTTiclds 
or leached into groundwater with excess ir- 
rigation water into agricultural drains. Soil 
and nutrients also arc eroded from fields 
left bare through the winter. Spring thaw 
and rains can carry off 20 or more tons of 
soil per acre. 

Nearly half the nitrogen in the soil is in- 
troduced when alfalfa crops are plowed un-

“I won’t need any additional 
loons,” ■ the developer told The 
Philadelphia Inquirer Friday. Trump 
has kept a low profile since May, 
when a cosh shortage in his empire 
of casinos, on airline and real estate 
forced him into marathon talks with 
more than 50 bonks. 

Asked whether he believed that in 
five years, after his deal with the 
bonks is scheduled to end, he would 
be the "king of cash,” Trump said: 
“Five years? How about in two or 
three years?” 

His optimism is not shored by oth- 
er Sources familiar with the talks, in- 
cluding many of his top aides. Those 
sources have repeatedly cautioned 
that while S65 million in new loans 
ended a crisis for Trump lost month 
— 'covering a payment due on 
Trump Castle Casino Resort bonds 
: — he faces more hurdles.

Me had. atler all, jumped .sjiip 
and, aceording to inienialional laws, his 
captain“vvas required to report Itim to U.S., 
authorities. 

That was almost a month ago.

ICA position remains extreme 

The Idaho Cuttle A.ssociation has publicly 
reaffirmed its opposition to any more 
wilderness in Idaho. Yet the association is 
involved in wilderness negotiations which 
will inevitably result in designation of more 
wilderness. It scons silly, but Gary Glenn, 
director of the Cattle Association, is 
adamant that wildcmc.ss is bad. He doesn’t 
seem to know what it is or why it's bad; but 
he knows he hates it, b’God. 

It is just short of dogmatic thinking that 
has made resolving the wilderness issue in 
Idalu^ so terribly difficult for so many years 
and why conservationists have been reluc- 
tant to come to the bargaining tabic. 

However, we have recently entered the 

wilderness negotiations, bringing witJi us a 

sincere interest m 'resolving the issue.' Our 
intcrc-st is in protecting as much as we can of 
Idaho's remaining wildlands. But there will 
be compromise, and wc recognize that tak- 
i'ng indefirri^lc'pdsilionS wlllonlyhampcr"' 
resolution and increase the likelihood of ex- 
tended litigation. 

The legitimate interest of cattle ranchers-is 
in continuing to graze cattle on public land. 
Tliat's fair enough. 

The Wilderness Act and congressional in- 
terpretations of it ensure that domestic live- 
stock will be allowed to graze within dcsig-

The law is straightforward and it is to the 
advantage of nmehers rather than those who 
would eliminate cattle from wilderness.

What he risks, however, is that his organiza- 
tion will be ignored in negotiations. And by 
insisting upon his version of ideological pu- 
rity, he risks killing any chance of settling 
the Idaho wilderness question through rea- 
soned negotiations. That would serve no- - 
body’s interest.

“no'’ or aren't sure, then abortion Is not nec- 
essarily wrong. Which is it? The answer is 
not so obvious. My own field (medicine) is 
not much help. The fetus may be a potential 
person, but is it actually a person? 

Therein lies the slipi^ry slope. No one de- 
nies that a newborn infant is a person, but 
_what.is it thc.mlmitc bcfore.birth?,If a fetus 
becomes a person at 26 weeks gestation, 
what is it ut 25? If at 12 weeks, whot at 11? 

Is a frozen embryo in a laboratory petri dish 
a person? 

Is the fetus a person? Until we as a society 
answer this question, the question of abor- 
tion will remain the complicated mess it is.

Lare fish in Nevada lake could again be focus of Paiute culture 


WASHINGTON — It being seri- 
ous summer, it’s time for a fish story 
about some omaziag ci^tures that 
ooly the old-timers in northern 
fjevada remember from their hey- 
day, before greed nearly wiped out . 
one species, one genus, the culture 
of a venerable Indian tribe and the 
life force in a ^gantic lake few 
Americoiis know exists. 

Naturally, the ever-angling white 
people remember the trout — true 
monsters, apparently evolved in the 
ancient waters to devour foot-long 
prey. The record for this rcmarimblc . 
species of cutthroat trout was a41- 
poundertaken in 1925 by a Paiute " 
Indian named John Skuiimerhom. 
Clark Goble caught one; so did Her- 
bert Hoover. You could look it up. 

To the Paiutes, however, tourist-

luring cutthroats ore business. More 
precious is the cui-ui. To whites, the 
cui-ui is junk fish — something like 
a sucker, though it is large (up to 10 
pounds in the old days), the only 
known species of the genus 
Chamistes. To the Paiutes, the cui-ui 
is their identity, today barely alive 
after almost a cenUuy of environ- 
mental aggression. Only this year 
has the possibility of legislate jus- 
tice appeared. 

The two fish shore Pyramid Lake, 
a couple of hours’ drive northeast, 
from Reno, but light years removed 
from its neon culture. It is 3 1 stun- 
ning miles long, up to seven miles 
wide, its name and history framed 


by two awesome rock formations. 

One arised 400 feet out of 
lake’s southern waters; when adven- 
turcr-gcncral John C. Fremont (the 
first I^ublican presidential nomi- 
^ nee) cncoimtcred it in 1 844, he 
imagined himself in ancient Egypt 
and c^Ied the lake Pyramid. 

The other formation is on the 
shore, a massive natural sculpture 
the Paiutes call the Stone Mother. In 
their legend, the tears she shed upon 
losing her sons filled the di^rt. 

For eleven months of the ycM, the 
cui-ui swim in the lake’s vast, inac- 
cessible depths. In mid-spring, they 
spawn — willing their way into the 
Truckec River, I^ramid L^e’s 
only, and crudely violated, artery. 


which flows from Lake Tahoe. Joe 
Ely, the tribal chairman, says the 
Paiutes* culture was built around the 
nnnunl ciil-ui hoTvesl, When the shal- 
lows were black with migrants the 
children could pick up by hand. 
Med and stored by this nation of 
huntcr-galhercrs, the cui-ui were 
their basic food. 

Not any more. It’s been 20 years 
since the last harvest and festival; 
Ely’s two sons, 10 and 16, have nev- 
er tasted the fi^. 

hall started in 1902, when the In- 
terior Deportment, pursuing the 
fool’s dream of a verdant Corson 
Desert to the souUi, dammed the 
Truckec. In just two generations, the 
lake’s water level dropped nearly 90 
feet; the spawning grounds were 
nearly ruined; Pyramid's drainage, 


Winncmucca Lake, was dry by 
1940, wrecking a major migratory- 
waterfowl habitat; and to add irony 
to the crime, half the diverted Truck-- 
cc water was simply wasted. 

With small diversions and a hatch- 
cry, begun in the 1950s, the lake bos 
,b<^ painstakingly restocked with 
^ cutth^t trout, enough to keep the 
ongltrs coming and toe Paiutes eco- 
nomically alive, though barely. The j ■ 
tribe has 1,700 members around the 
lake, half unemployed. 

True justice currently takes the 
form of legislation — toe result of 
years of fcdeml-Ncvada-Califomia- 
Paiutc negotiations. With formal 
Senate committee work due to start 
next week, it would guarantee Pyra- 
mid Lake enough of toe Truckce's 
water to raise its level >o where the 
cui-ui can run in strength again; it 


would also provide water to save a 
polluted waterfowl refuge and wet- 
landslieaiby, and give the Paiutes 
up to $75 million for economic de- 
velopment in support of a tourist- 
centered economy. . 

- Through toe decades of.thc 
longest water war in American his- 
tory, Ely and his predecessors have 
discarded hundreds of proposals for 
gold mines and casinos. They want; 
their identity back, and if Congress 
stops wasting time on balanced-bud- 
get amendments, they will get it. 

In five years, serious reclamation 
could begin. In perhaps 15 years, 
Ely’s sons could finally join a cui-ui 
harvest in this precious portion of 
the real America.

Faking educational standards is part of ‘dumbing’ of America 


Thirty-odd ycora ago, a leading 
teachers’ college in toe United 
States was caught red-handed. con- . 
ferring two types of degrees: one for 
white students, the other for minori- 
ties. The second one had fewer re- 
quirements than too first, making it 
; much easier to graduate but keeping 
the whole thing academically quiet, 
if not secret. 

So began, as I sec it, one aspect of 
the “dumbing” of America. You can 
have every sympathy with toe mi- 
nority group but deplore the 
hypocrisy of two levels of degrees. 
Tliis sort of dupfici^ may still be 
going on in other disciplines and 
profcssiorml fields of study. 

The dumbing — that is, faking 
standards — does go on in other ar- 
eas. A knowledgeable teacher will

tell you on demand that school texts 
arc being “dumbed" to cruble stu- 
dcnts.to “pass” their work and move ' 
up a grade or graduate at a certain 
age. So, kiddo, if you can't read 
your schoolbook at toe seventh- 
grade level, we'll provide you one at 
the fifth-grade reading level and pro- 
mote you. Don’t try to prove it; it’s 
hush-hush. 

I think this is an outrage. It is one 
of the reasons why armed-services 
newspapers and other publications 
are loaded with so-called comics. 
And it is one rirason why youngsters 
in and out of service nowadays don't 
read serious newspapers and maga- 
zines, and that U.S. publications ore 


mostly on a circulation plateau. 
Television at the cartoon.levcI. or 
for lip-readers, also plays a port. 

One consequence is a high rate of 
U.S. functional illiteracy. In the 
schools, a high rate of drop-outs 
concerns educators and even bothers 
some (but few) parents. 

I have to take some of this back. 
New studies show that bur illiteracy 
rate is not as high os feared a few 
years ago. But pick tmy number of 
millions of the functional illiterate 
and somebody will try to confiem iti 
One single illifcrate in this highly in- 
dustrialized society, of course is one 
too many. 

We do better, too, with high- 
school drop-outs. More than half of 
Britain's 16-ycor-oIds abandon 
school completely, compared with a 


U.S. drop-out rate of 6 per cent and 
8 percent in Japan. Of course, educa- 
tion in Britain has always been eli- 
tist, and after centuries the British 
ore just getting around to a national 
curriculum for compulsory educa- 
tion. 

Here at home our 85,000 public 
schools have something, though not 
much, to crow about. Generally, 
speaking, they enjoy popular sup- 
port, blthough many taxpayers be- 
grudge them a thin cxtni'dimc. Some 
50 million young Americans ore en- 
rolled in all public schools, elemen- 
tary, secondary, and college, and an- 
other nine million ore in private in- 
stitutions. Some school systems ore 
pestered by book-burning funda- 
mentalists. The Reagan administra- 


tion tried and failed to abolish the 
U.S Deportment of Education, and it 
tended to starve the schools econom- 
ically. The Bushites have done a lit- 
tle better, though George Bush has 
yet to become toe “education presi- 
dent" of 0 Republican transmutation. 
Give him time. 

Slaveholders of the Old South did 
not want their slaves educated for 
fear that they would leam to realize 
their plight and take oiT. Universal 
education nationwide is, for that 
matter, a relatively few decades old. 
The abundance of it today, if not toe 
quality, recently inspired a book ti- 
tled “The Shopping Moll High 
School," which speaks to toe diver- 
sity and over-abundance of curricu- 
lum. But it is there. 


Wc have still a way to go, baby. A 
current book, "Don’t Know Much 
About History,” asks and answers 
such questions as "Whnt were the 
Pumpkin Papers? Did 'Missis.sippi 
Burning’ really happen? What hap- 
pened at Custer’s last stand? What 
was “voodoo economics?" Etc. 

All questions to be found in your 
family newspaper or elementary-his- 
tory Imk. Too bad they had to ask. 

If we ore to come to our senses 
ogain os we did after .Sputnik, 
"dumbing" had better be left for the 
binlsi It is no way to raise o family. 
Which is us.

Rejuvenated and growing, the 
Pea ce Corp ft is epjoy’ng n new burst 
of popularity around the world. In 
Poland and Hungary - and soon in 
Czechoslovakia - toe Peace Corps 
sent in teachers of English, oftcr be- 
ing asked to do so. In toe Soviet 
Union, there is interest in Peace 
Corps volunteers, but the Russians 
are hung up on the word “peace" 
and wont the corps there under a dif- 
ferent name. Russian attitudes con 
be inexplicable. 

In Third World nations, toe Peace 
Corps continues to disprovc'the 
widely held stereotype of Americans 
as gr^y, lazy and rich. Corps vol- 
unteers of all ages live simply, work 
hard, would rather give toon take - 
and show toe world Americans con 
be decent, humble people with skills 
they ore willing to transfer. 

That can be a problem. For those 
who wish America ill, it is useful to 
buttress the stereotype, not sue it 
tom down. For those whose agenda

helpful ones, it is infuriating to see 
Peace Corps volunteers winning

Rock Creek Ladies 
the first service club 

Current Rock Creek Worthwhile club 
members offer this look back at the 
counly’s /7rsf service c/ub. 

‘The history of the Rock Creek Ladies 
Club dates back to the year 190'5. Previ- 
ous to that year, neighbors in the Rode 
Creek area held group meetings occa- 
sionally for social purposes with a 
thought to the welfare of the people. 
Mrs. Laura Albcc was instrumental in or- 
ganizing the club in order to raise money 
for welfa re work. 

“The ladies wanted a place ot beauty 
and honor for the deceased members of 
the community, a centralized cemetery, 
to replace the individual cemeteries on 
the ranches of the early settlers in the 
Rock Creek community. 

“The ladies agreed on a location and a 
scries of fund-raising programs were 
held to obtain funds to secure the land 
and a corresponding water supply. Al- 
though the land was just twenty dollars, 
the water rights at S25 per acre cost 
$ 1 , 000 . 

“By 1907, after numerous dances, so- 
cials, suppers and other fund raising pro* 
jeets, the land was acquired and became 
known as the Rock Creek Cemetery 
where it- is still sjtuatcd - five miles 
south of Hansen on the Rock Creek Road 
- and used occasionally. 

“Under the Carey Act, it was neces- 
sary to "prove up’ the land. The club ob- 
tained lumber for a shack' which was 
built by the husbands of members and 
other men of the communjty, and the 
land was fenced in. The ladies planted 
trees, shrubs and flowers. 

“The proof was made in the name -of 
Lawrence Hansen, remembetpd by many 
os Judge Hansen. But it was his wife and 
her sister, Mrs, John Hansen, who 
"resided there' until'thc ncccssary require-- 
ments for residence were met. It wasn't 
until 1913, however, that the permit was 
issued by the Twin Falls Land and Water 
Co. and properly recorded. Each charter 
member ' bought a cemetery lot which 
consisted of eight spacesT Most of the 
charter members arc buried in the ceme- 
tery. 

“Because the club continued to be re- 
sponsible for the cemetery maintenance, 
until around 1947, it was taken over by 
the Rock Creek Cemetery Association, 
the members continued to raise money 
for the project. Each year before Memo- 
rial Day. the ladies would have a clean- 
ing day or two to spruce up the cemetery. 
For the project the ladies gave dances at 
which they served sumptuous meals. 
They made lovely quills and raffled them 
off. The (lances were held in an old hold 
that was in Rock Creek, also some were 
held at the Rock Creek Hall, The music 
was furnished by neighbors, usually Mrs. 
Herman Strieker and son Bernard. 
Bernard and Magnus Larsen took turns 
playing die violin and any odiers with 
musical ability took their turns at provid- 
ing the musical rhythms. 

“Sometime during the years, the name 
was changed to Rock Creek Worthwhile 
Club. The club continued with worth- 
while projects., including projects at thc_ 
Idaho Youth Ranch and Mounmin View 
Care Center and odicrs." - 

"Some of the minutes of the club have 
been lost, but wc arc sure at least 250 or 
more ladies have joined the club over the 
85 years. Children were also welcome to 
attend club with their mothers. Most 
_racmbcrs_in ,,thc current club have be- 
longed for over 30 years, 

“Tlic club will be celebrating 85 years 
of activity with a Centennial picnic for 
the, members and- past members at tlic 
Strieker Ranch in Rock Creek. July 25, 
.at 1 p,m.” 


Board says local doctor overprescribed pills

TWIN FALLS - A Twin Falls physician 
whose license to practice medicine was re- 
voked earlier this month prescribed nearly 
10,000 pills to one woman without treating 
her medical problems, according to the 
Board of Professional Discipline of the Ida- 
ho Slate Board of Medicine. 

“Dr. (Werner) Kramer testified that she 
was given the dnigs so that she could func- 
tion and that otherwise she might commit 
suicitlc," the board reported in its findings. 


“There is no evidence provided that Dr. 
Kramer made any attempt to treat her medi- 
cal problems, but only that narcotics were 
provided." 

Several of Kramer’s patients were addjet- 
cd to the drugs they were taking, the board 
found. 

The disciplinary board revoked Kramer’s 
Idaho medical license on July 5. but stayed 
the revocation on the condition that he docs 
not prescribe controlled drugs and obtains 
additioiul medical schooling. 

Some of the patients on whose coses Uie 
board based its findings took pills pre- 


scribed by Kramer without receiving physi- 
cal exams and other diagnostic procedures 
from him, the board found. 

Kramer- declined Friday to comment on 
the board's findings. 

Gao* Domchy, chief invc.siigator for the 
Idaho Board of Pharmacy, said Kramer's 
patients who were addicted to the drugs 
tJicy were taking could require dlitoxifica- 
tion treatment dint costs between $5,000 
and $10,000.

The secrets of Chalk Cave

Cavers search for origins of clothing found deep inside

SHOSHONE - The origins of o base- 
ball cap and a T-shirt abandoned deep in- 
side what ptay be North Amenta’s 
longest lava tube cave will remain a mys- 
tery, at least for now. 

Cave explorers from the Magic Valley 
Grotto discovered the clothing, along 
with several candles, lighters and beer 
c.ans, nearly a mile from the mouth of 
Chalk Cave last month. 

— On.Saturday,Jivc.membcrs.oLtbc.club_ 
returned to the cave, just north of the 


Lincoln-Biainc County line, to see ifthey 
could determine whether or not the 
clothes’ owner ever mode it out of the 
cavern. 

Grotto chairman David Johns said he 
was worried the person may have suf- 
fered from hypothermia in the 50-dcgrec 
cave and become disoriented. Saturday’s 
trip provided no signs of anyone (rapped 
inside the cave, however. 

Finding trash inside local caves is not 
unusual, but the condition and placement 
of the clothing caused some concern. To 
reach the s pot where th e clothe s were 
left, the swilling spclunkcr would'hdvc 


hud to crawl through a tight space filled 
with icc-cold water. 

Although explorers and vandals have 
been visiting Chalk Cave for decades, 
Johns said the condition of the clothing 
indicated it hud been left there recently. 

"There wa.s no water damage at all," he 
said. 

Chalk Cave is a lava tube left from 
volcanic eruptions several thousand years 
ago. During the spring runoff or after a 
heavy rain, a stream tuns the length of 
the cave, carrying in mud that is slowly 
filling the lube.

ALBION - The site of the old Albion 
Suite Normal School, which closed down 
nearly 40 years ago, has been recommend- 
ed for nomination on the National Register 
of Historic Places. 

The Idaho Slate Historical Society and 
Albion residents arc seeking the nomina- 
tion as a national historic landmark. 

At last weekend’s dedication ceremonies 
for new facilities at the City of Rock.s, Sen. 
James McClure was given a packet of in- 
formation on the nomination request. Jim 
Kempton, Albion, asked McClure to take 
the request back to Washington with him. 

Kempton asked McClure to seek en- 
dorsement from the U.S. Department of 
Education. It is not a requirement of the 
National Park Service, but local sponsors 
said it would be appropriate because the 
I — formcrdirector-of-the-tTepartment-of-Edu. — 
cation, Terrell Bell, was a native of Lava 
Hot Springs and graduated from Albion. 

The college site, which includes nine 
buildings and two building sites, is in 
.mixed private and public local ownership. 
Tlic architectural design of the site includes 
late Victorian. Queen Anne and Ro- 
manesque styles and late 19lh and 20lh 
century Colonial Revival.

Plans call for the stabilization and even- 
tual restoration of the entire campus by the 
Department of Parks and Recreation for use 
as a historic stale park.,

he do u physical examination, seek 
con.suliution or have X-rays done, 
hearing documents show. Pharmacy 
records show the piiiicni received 
7,000 Fiorinul and Codeine pills for 
over three years, or six pills a day. 
At the same time, he received 1,285 
pills of Percocttt and 960 pills of-1 ly— 
drocodonc. 

"Thc rationale given for this treat- 
ment was that thc patient was proba- 
bly addicted but that he could func- 
tion in an acceptable manner," thc 
board said in its findings. 

• Kramer prescribed seven Tylenol 
3 pills a day for 12 months to a 
woman complaining of pain in her 
neck and head due to diabetes. 
Kramer made no entry in his medical 
records of an examination, tests or 
X-rays. Thc patient was not seen 
over a six-month period. Kramer 
prescribed drugs without attempting 
to treat thc primary condition, the 
hearing documents show. 

Dr. Charles Steuart, a Boise in- 
ternist, testified at Kramer’s hearing 
lost January that the Twin Falls doc- 
tor failed to refer patients with 
chronic pain for psychological or 
psychiatric evaluation as recom- 
mended by three medical journals.

River, said Gary George. 

George, is the president of Free- 
dom Bird, Inc., the local veterans' 
group who sought recognition for 
Idahoans killed in action os well as 
those who .returned to mixed ac- 
ceptance from the folks at home..' 

"Everybody who was there, who 
lived during that time, has a differ- 
ent story," said George, who 
served as an Army Ranger with 
tens of thousands of others in Vdet- 
nom.

Two places where the ceiling is 
barely high enough to allow a per- 
son’s body to scrape through were un- 
der water, forcing the cavers to crawl 
under water for several yards during 
their first trip to the cave in June. 

'The clothing lies after the first of 
these sumps, apparently untouched by 
runoff water. 

The grotto crew drained the sumps 
before Saturday’s expedition, leaving 
tt thick layer of slick clay mud 
ihrou^ which they had to crawl to 
survey the cave. 

Chalk Cave is probably the longest 
lava tube in the continental United 
States (0 ever be exjilorcd, Johns said.

Several of the Grotto members will 
return within the next two weeks, 
armed with water- and mud-proof pa- 
per, to complete the survey, he said. 

Chnlk.Cayc gets hs niunc from the

Under a flashlight,' the 
chalky formations often look like 
snowballs or mushrooms growing 
from walla of the cave. 

Vandals have carved away at some 
of the soft wall deposits, while others 
have spray-painted their names for 
posterity.

Inaccessible to all 
but the slenderest spclunkcrs, the cav- 
ern leads to several smaller tunnels 
that Johns hopes to explore in the near 
future. 

If possible, the explorers will also 
bring in an archaeologist to examine 
and remove the large bone in the wall.

Reunificatioii sets stage for new Europe

■ BERLIN — The champagne 
poured abundantly on the plane car- 
rying West German Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl and his entourage home 
last week from the Soviet Caucasas, 
where they had just cleared away 
Soviet reservations over German re- 
unification. 

A day later. Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dictrich Genschcr negotiated 
away Poland’s fears, promising 
Poland economic aid and a treaty 
confirming the current Odcr-Ncissc 
border between East- Germany and 
Poland as quickly as possible after 
reunification. 

With those two surprising agree- 
ments — clinched in bilateral dis- 
cussions — West Germany cleared 
the field for German reunification 
by the end of the year 

and for a whole new political 
landscape in Eoropc. 

"It’s really a new world.” said F. 


Stephen Latiabcc, vice president 
^d director of .s(udic.s at the New 
VArk-bosed Institute for East-West 
Security Studies. ”Thc United States 
is >101 only not going to dominate 
NATO, but it will.no longer be the 
dominant power in Europe." 

With Washington reeling over 
ever-growing budget deficits and 
Moscow counting on the West Ger- 
many government in Bonn to help 
stave off economic collapse and 
train the Soviets in the way.s of capi- 
talism. it is to die Gcnnnns that the 
future belongs, observers say. 

“Germany in many ways will be 
the center of this new Europe, and 
will piny a much more important 
role than it has in the pa.st.” Lanabcc 
said. 

To be sure, Wc.st Germans will be 
busy for some yearn bringing East 
Germany’s economy into shope and 
managing tlic social unrest that will 
come with ma.ss unemployment. But 
once the territory that is now East 


Germany, reaches West German 
staiidords of living — which experts 
predict will take five to. 10 years — 
the unified Germany probably will 
be the No. I power in Europe. 

East European concerns of Ger- 
man military domination have disap- 
peared with Bonn’s pledge cot to

Visa rules could close Germany to East Eurojpe

BERLIN — As the two Gcrmancys open 
their borders to each other, ncgoliatioas arc un- 
der way that would close East Germany’s open 
borders to some ofit-S East European neighbors. 

Most affected would be Poles and Romani- 
ans. wlio have flooded into West Germany 
through East Germany, with its more liberal cn- 
Irance requirements.

In an effort to avoid such a re- 
quirement. Poland has tightened regulations 
governing small peddlers doing black market 
business in East and West Germany, but this 
iuis not prevented ihoasands from going to 
West Berlin and West Germany in scorch of il- 
legal work. 

Currently, a hodgepodge of rules govern East 
Europeans' entrance into the two Gcrmancys. 
T1ic wealthier Hungarians and Czechoslovaks 
can travel freely into both countries just like 


any Western European. The poorer BuJgnrian.s, 
Romanians and Poles, however, need a visa for 
West Germany but only a certified letter of in- 
vitation for ^t Germany. All Eastern Euro- 
peans can stay for 30 days in West Berlin be- 
cause the United States, Britain and France, 
which still oHlcially control the city, have set 
liberal limits. 

Biddy Bretrooks, the Western allies’ 
spokeswoman in West Berlin, said negotiations 
were under way between the allies and West 
Germany. “It’s ultimately a question of aligning 
our regulations with West Germany’s,” she 
said. 

“Probably earlier, but certainly by unification 
in December, all the rules will follow ours," 
said Robert Daukc, a spokesman for the West 
German Interior Ministry in Bonn. 


Earthquake emphasizes Aquino’s key problems White terrorist attacks

MANILA, Philippines — Rescue 
efforts following Monday’s devos- 
lating earthquake have enhanced, at 
least for the short term, the image of 
the United States while lessening the 
slahility of the govemmenfof Presi- 
dent Corazon Aquino, say Philip- 
pine and Western analysis. 

'The quake appears to have given 
Aquino some respite from mounting 
political violence and battles witli a 
quarrelsome Congress. But criticism 
of her handling of the vast and cost- 
ly recovery cITort may overshadow 
her remaining two years in office. 

Rebel soldiers who led a Decem- 
ber coup attempt against Aquino 
have quieted their de.stabiliznlion 
campaign in the aftermath of the 
earthquake, and Aquino's outspoken 
political opponents have largely 
been silent, as the riation appears to 
have closed ranks for- the tasks of 
searching for survivors and burying 
- thcdcad.-' 

Tlic rebels, in a statement issued 
today, declared a halt to all anti-gov- 
ernment activities “during this time 
of national tragedy" and- called on 
the government to suspend its opera- 
tions against them. 

Even the Communist insurgents 
seem to have implemented a unilat- 
eral cease-fire in their guerrilla war 
while the nation picks up the pieces. 

Some analysts who monitor the 
insurgency here noted that ju.st last 
week U.S. servicemen appeared to 
be under threat of Communist attack 
if they ventured from their bases. 
.But since the earthquake, hundreds 
of U.S. Marines and Navy engineers 
have ventured to isolated areas to 
help with the relief effort. Tlie Com- 
munists, concerned with their public 
image, were unlikely to attack U.S. 
soldiers trying to save injured Fil- 
ipinos, the analysts said. 

However, most analysts said they 
believe that Aquino’s respite from 
these myriod troubles will be only 
brief and that once the immediate 
crisis .subsides, politics will resume 
os usual. Already,' the government 
bos faced criticism, albeit muted, be- 


cause the relief cfTort here has ap- 
peared slow and uncoordinated, and 
the coming months will severely test 
the government’s ability to manage 
the international emergency aid 
pouring in and to deliver services to 
the hard-hit areas. 

Aquino, in her first televised state- 
ment on the disa.stcr, Friday defend- 
ed her administration's response to 
the quake. 

"Let U.S not blame others,” she 
said. "Let us slop making snide re- 
marks. What we need now is to help 
each other.” 

‘‘In the short term, certainly, this 
(disaster) will pull things together,” 
sold a Western diplomat here. "The 
(military) rebels will lie low for a 
while, and we won’t have bombs 
going off around Manila. Even the 
Communists are likely to keep quiet. 
But it woa’l take long for the stor^ 
to move olT the front pages, and for 
things to revert back to the way they 
were. 

— "Thcre-ll-be-n breathing- .spacc,‘J- 
he said, “but whether it has any 
long-lcnn effect in bringing people 
together, 1 doubt it." For example, 
the diplomat .said, once relief aid be- 
gins to arrive, squabbles with the 
congress arc likely to erupt over 
how the funds should be allocated. 
Some legislators are seeking to raise 
funds for earthquake relief by with- 
holding payments, on the country's 
foreign debt — something Aquino 
has adamantly opposed. 

As the dimensions of this tragedy 
become clearer, with daily reports of 
more casualties in remote towns or 
under, landslides on mountain high- 
ways. the earthquake and Aquino’s 
success or failure in the reconstruc- 
tion seem likely to become some of 
the issues by which her final two 
years in office will be judged. 

By all initial indications, the task 
of rebuilding will be monumental. 

Tlie infrastructure of Luzon, the 
island where the earthquake struck, 
has been devastated. Bridges have 
collap.sed, roads have cracked and 
dam.s arc damaged. Some schools 
and other government buildings may 
have to be declared unsafe.

TVER, U.S.S:R. (AP) — Their 
policies arc attacked from all sides. 
They arc losing cars and country 
homes. And now they have to start 
paying their oHicc telephone and 
electricity bills. 

For Communist ofTlcials in this 
ancient Russian city, these are not 
the bost-pf times. And they may be a 
sign 'of things to come for other ar- 
eas. 

Just ask Sergei Goryachev, the 
acting city party chief of Tver, a 
Russian city 105 miles northwest of 
Moscow on the Volgd River.

HELSINKI. Finland (AP) — 
Cloudy weather Saturday threatened 
_lo_nmt_tli<;-5how_for ,Uiousands_oC_ 
Finnish and foreign skygozen hoping 
to glimpse a total solar eclipse in this 
land of the midni^t sun. 

The weather forecast took a lurp lor 
the worse in the evening, when the 
Finnish Meteorological Services pic- 
‘ ■ dieted cloudy weather with a chance 
' of showers for eastern Finland on 
Sunday. 

In the eastern town of Joensuu, a 
television news broadcast, late Satur- 
day showed it was already cloudy 
i there with a tight drizzle falling. 

The solar eclipse in Finland starts at 
4;03 a.m. Sunday (9:03 p.m. EDT Sat- 
I urday). At that time, the moon will bc- 
I gin gradually moving between the 
IL-irth and the sun. 

The total eclipse begins at 4;S2 o.m. 
in Mel-sinki and will last 83 seconds. 
After the total phase of the eclipse, (he 
moon will move away, uncovering 
more and more of the sun. The eclipse 
ends at S:4S a.m. in Helsinki. 

About 10.000 people — including 
3,000 foreigners — have converged 
on Joensuu, about SO miles from the 
Soviet border. There conditions there 
ore considered especially good for 
viewing the eclipse — weather per- 
mining. ' 

In Hel.sihki, the total eclipse phase 
will occur 16 minutes after sunrise, 
when the sun is only 1 degree above 
the horizon. At Joensuu. 310 miles 
, northeast of Helsinki, the sun will be S 
degrees above the horizon in the total 
pilose at a belter angle for watchers. 

Tlic sun rises unusually early during 
summer in the extreme northern lati- 
tudes where Finland is located. The 
sun comes up unusually laic during 
winter. ^ 

Ten months agoi* Joensuu hired an 
"eclipse sccrclaiy'* to handle arrange- 
meats for the expected influx of visi- 
tors. 

But that offlcial. Maijut Cadia. said 
she had underestimated the interest in 
the event. 

"Wc completely sold out the 10,000 

specia l cycg l.isse s we made for this 

event, and our extra stock i.s finished 
too." she said in a television interview 
Saturday.

L4ist week's dramatic shift in the 
United States’ policy on Cambodia 
— dropping diplomatic support for 
the Cambodian resistance coalition 
and opening n political dialogue 
with Vietnam — had one .stated 
goal: To stop the murderous 
Khmer Rouge- from taking power 
again in the war-ravaged country. 

With Khmer Rouge soldiers 
nearing the capital of Phnom Penh 
and attacking other major Cambo- 
dian cities, American officials said, 
the United Stares had a moral duty 
to act decisively against the Khmer 
Rouge, even if that meant aban- 
doning other longstanding policies 
in the region. 

Most CambcKlia-walchcis ap- 
. plaudcd the decision. But the omi- 
nous question for Cambodia re- 
mains: Is it all too late? Is there 
anything that the United States, or 
anyone else, con do to . stop the 
Khmer Rouge from seizing power 
again? 

It depends, most Southeast 
Asian analysts say, on what pres- 
sure the United States and others 
can bring to bear on the aging 
leaders of China — whose money 
and weapons have made the 
Khmer Rouge an overwhelming 
military force. 


Analysis - 

‘The Khmer Rouge arc supplied 
by the Chinese and couldn‘t_bc. 
threatening Phnom Penh now with- 
out massive Chinese support," said 
PaunCrcisbcrg, a senior associate 
at the Carnegie Endowment for In- 
ternational Pence in Washington. 

"The job of American diploma- 
cy now and the world community 
is to somehow persuade the Chi- 
nese that their best interests — 
their real, long-term interests — do 
not coincide with the interests of 
the Khmer Rouge,” he said. “And 
this will it'dt be easy.” 

In historical terms, China has 
nearly always been an enemy of 
Vietnam, with the two vying for 
dominance over Southeast ' Asia. 
Thus, ever since Vietnamese 
troops invaded Cambodia in 1979 
and drove the Khmer Rouge from 
power, China has actively backed 
the Khmer Rouge’s attempt to re- 
gain control of the country — pro- 
viding on estimated $100 million a 
year in arms and aid.

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30 die as militia storms Hezbollah stronghold 
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NABATIYEH. Lebanon (AP) — 
Palestinian guerrillas and Syrian-sup- 
ported Shiite militiamen stormed a 
Hezbollah mountain stronghold Saiur-. 
day and at least 30 people, most of 
them fighters, were killed, police said. 

Seventy-two people were wounded 
in the fierce fighting in the villages of 
Joijou and Kfor Milki. The day's bat- 
tles raised the casualty toll in srx days 
of fighting to at least 103 killed and 
304 wounded. 

“It’s band-to-hand fighting in Jar- 
jou. The village square and the streets 
are littered with bodies. /\iinost every 
building ha.s been shattered,” said one 
wsecurity source, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 


The fighting began Monday when 
the Islamic fundamentalist Hezbollah, 
or Party of Cod, attacked and seized 
Jaijou from the Syrian-backed Ama! 
militia in an efTon to expand its area 
of control toward the Mediterranean 
and open up a badly needed route to 
Iran, its main supplier of onns. 

PLO- fighters have been trying to 
stop the fighting between the two Shi- 
ite groups, apparently to halt the 
Hezbollah advance toward Sidon, a 
southern poo where PLO guerrillas 
arc based.

WASHINGTON — How women 
perceive the proposed 1990 Civil 
Rights Act and President Bush's 
threatened veto of the measure may 
prove to be a political wild card in 
this election year, some political ex- 
perts say. I . , 

Tlic current version of.lhc. employ- 
ment-discrimination bill, which the 
Senate passed last week and the 
House Judiciary Committee may 
consider this week, would allow 
women for the first time to seek 
compensatory and punitive damages 
in claims of intentional discrimina- 
•, tionby employers. ^ 

Many in thc’biisincss cornmunity' 
oppose tliat provision, saying 'it 
would encourage costly litigation' re- 


sulting in multlmlllloiT-dDltar dam- 
ages — or a “lawyers’ bonanza,” as 
opponent Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, 
pul it. 

The bill seeks to overturn five 
1989 Supreme Court decisions that, 
token 05 a whole, made it more diffi- 
cult for women and minority work- 
ers to win job-discrimination law- 
suits. 

TTic political stakes arc high. As 
the foil elections loom, there is talk 
in Washington that a Bush veto on 
civil rights, especially if his action is 
interpreted os anti-women, may 
make it difficult for Republican con- 
didates to hold onto the OOP’s core 
voters, much less draw new ones. 

— Abour53 pcrccnt'of all voters' are - 
women, and there arc about 10 mil- 
lion more women voters than men, 


according to Celihda Laker an inde- 
pendent pollster who specializes in 
attitudes of women voters. 

Lake said while the provision al- 
lowing women to sue for punitive 
damages “is relatively obscure, if it’s 
put on the public agenda by 
Democrats or civil rights advocates, 
it could have an impact.’’ 

“Women feel more pressed eco- 
nomically than men generally. The 
question is whether the translation 
(of the damages provision) gets 
made,. Pm not 'Bure that women ore 
aware or have processed that as yet," 
she said. “So far the connections 
aren't being made."

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ameri- 
cans with loved ones dead or miss- 
ing from the Vietnam War arc wel- 
coming President Bush's decision to 
hold Cambodian peace talks with 
the heirs of Ho Chi 'Minli.

“The Vietnamese hold all the 
cards on the prisoners of war,” El- 
more said in a telephone interview 
from Bellingham. "Opening the dia- 
logue is a good idea.” 

Except for limited contacts con- 
cerning servicemen still listed us 
prisoners of war or mi.ssing in ac- 
tion, the United States has shunned 
talks with the Vietnamese regime 
since Ho Chi Minh’s communist 
North Vietnamese defeated U.S.- 
backed South Vietnam in 1975. 

Secretary of State James A. Baker 
in ended that era Wednesday, dis- 
closing in Paris that the administra- 
tion will take up the question of 
pence in Cambodia directly with the 


Hanoi government, which ihsutllcd 
the current government in Phnom 
Penh. A Baker aide said the decision 
was approved by the president. 

Gareth Porter, who was in Viet- 
nam during the war ns a journalist 
and now tenches international rela- 
tions at American University, found 
it not surprising that Americans wel- 
come the talks with the regime that 
nearly 60,000 of them died fighting. 

“1 think they have been ready fbr 
far longer than the administration," ' 
said Porter. “The administration has 
lugged behind public opinion bn the 
question of letting bygones be by- 
gones." 

Prior to Baker’s announcement, 
members of Congress had urged 
Bush to change U.S. policy in Cam- 


bodia, where .a U.S.-backed coali- 
tion that includes the communist 
Khmer Rouge is battling Cambodian 
govcmmcnl forces. 

Representatives of organizations 
seeking the recovery of the estimat- 
ed 2,302 Americans still missing in 
Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia said 
they welcome the administration’s 
initiative. 

“If the- U.S. government feels that

Taxes on agenda, U.S. won’t endorse just any increase

In June, California voters ap- 
proved Proposition’ 1 11, a dou bling 
of the state’s' gas tax to raise ST8T5' 
billion for road and rail construction 
in a slate where gridlock has a choke 
hold on daily commuting. 

Quickly, it was pronounced a new 
trend from the state that exports 
shifts in the cultural consciousness. 
Californians also endorsed a proposi- 
tion to finance other transportation 
services, homeless programs, earth- 
quake safety, higher education and 
prison construction and even to pro- 
tect mountain lions. Total bill: S2.4 
billion. 

Then, lust month, President Bush 
recanted his no-new-taxes pledge, 
but his approval rating hardly 
slipped, dropping to 67 percent two 
weeks ago from 72 percent in May, 
according to the Wall Street Jour- 
nal/NBC News Poll. 

Do those events suggest that taxes, 
the anathema of Reagan-ero politics, 
are safe again? Did Caljfomiu, which 


began the tax revolt with the proper- 
ty-tax cutting Proposition 13 in 
1978, start a new revolution? 

The answer to that question, pol iti- 
"cal analysts~and new polls suggest, is 
a heorty "not really.” 

“1 think California was widely 
misread,’’ said ClifT Pintak, vice 
president of Mike Murphy Media, u 
Republican consulting firm that 
worked for Bush in 1988. “In Cali- 
fornia, it was specially dedicated tax- 
es, and it whs a very close vote," 

'• Even though Culifomiu Guv. 
George Deukmejian and labor and 
industry endorsed Proposition 1 1 1, it 
passed with just 52 percent of the 
vote. And the gas lax incrca.se was 
hardly revolutionary, Pintak ,suid. It 
raised the gas tax from 9 cents u gal- 
lon — third lowest in the nation — 
to 1 8 cents over three years. It was u 
"customized” tax and a last resort, 
said Cliff Zukin, associate director of 
the Field Poll in California. 

"1 think you can only talk about 
taxes if you say to the voters, 'Wc 
don’t know what to do. We’ve tried 


everything else,’” said Zukin. 

Polls show that voters had the 
same reaction to Bush when he said 
that “tax revenue increases’’ were the 


only way out oi a mounting dcflclfi 

The Wall Street Joumal/NBC 
News poll of 1.555 registered voters 
between July 6 ami July 10 showed 
that 49 percent preferred raising tax- 
es and 40 percent would rather risk u’ 
larger deficit, but hold the line on 
taxes. Nearly 90 percent of those 
polled were convinced that taxes 
would rise even before Bush 
changed hi.s mind. 

Moreover, the poll confirmed the 
revisionist theory about the Califor- 
nia result — voters want specifics, 
They favored increasing the income 
tux rate for upper-income individu- 
als, raising the corporate tax rate and 
increasing taxes on cigarettes and al- 
coholic beverages. 

Linda DiVoll, a GOP pollster in 
Wa.shington, said that Bush’s rever- 
sal had caused “a rebellion within 
the Republican Party." GOP con- 
gressional candidates in lough races 


have abandoned Bush's reversal. If 
the party misreads the public senti- 
ment, DiVall said, it could turn off 
middle-class and blue-collar voters, 


the so-callcdTlcagan Democrat.': who 
have keyed COP presidential victo- 
ries.

Raising fish 
on the Snake 

Hatcheries point to clean-up, 
tout benefits-to economy— ^ —

HAGERMAN - Ctyslallinc spring water flows tlirough the racc- 
’ ways of Bill Jones’ trout hatchery and into Billingsley Creek, where it ' 
nourishes scores of rainbow trout and a growing amount of moss. 

Jones’ hatchery operation, which brings in more money than the 
cattle and alfalfa crops on this 620-acre ranch, is a clear example of ' 
how water quality concerns and economic development clash on the 
Middle Snake and its tributaries. 

For Jones and other fish farmers operating in the Snake River 
draiiuige, aquaculture is on economic windfall that has brought mil- 
lions of dollars into the area, but also has increased the wodc load of 
on already taxed river. 

’’Water is one of our great natural resources,” Jones said. The hatch- : 
ery “is non-consumptive. We just use the water," which continues I 
downstream for use in irrigation and hydroelectric power projects, he | 
said.

The industry is currently rebounding front a minor slump, with $60 
million-$70 million worth of fresh fish bein^ shipped out of the Mag- 
ic Valley annually, said Dave Erickson, president of the newly-formed 
Idaho Aquaculture Association.

There ore about 120 hatcheries on the Snake River and its tribu- '

Jones pointed out that the biggest user of the Middle Snake is the 
city of Twin Falls. 

“Arc you going to do away with Twin Falls to save the river?” he

On the whole, the aquaculture industry has benefited the Magic 
Valley more than it has harmed the river, Erickson said. 

“It’s been a tremendous success for the local economy,” he said. 

“The Imvironmental side is being addressed and is not going to be a 
major problem.”

Despite long lines, fast-food icon 
doing big business in Moscow 


MOSCOW (AP) — Even McDon- 
ald’s couldn't bring fast food to 
, Moscow. 

ilundreds of young Soviets arc 
selling “Bccg Maks" os fast as their 
hands con move, ricocheting oiT each 
other in the crush behind the counter 
ot the McDonald’s less than a mil^ 
from the Kiemlin. 

But even 5,000 sandwiches an 
h6ur is not enough to satisfy Soviet 
hunger for n Uiste of the West. The 
lunchtime line is 90 minutes and 
1,200 people long. 

Six months after opening, the 
Golden Arches have eclipsed the 
popularity of even Lenin’s tomb, 
where a recent wait to see the pre- 
served body of the Soviet founder 
took only 20 minutes. 

“'Fee-lny-oh-fccsh.’ Whot’s that?" 
asked a gr^dmother as she sounded 
out the Russian tronsliicration of o 
“niet-o'-fioh" sandwich on a Mc- 
Donald’s brochure. A .fresh-faced 
young McDonald’s staffer had given 
her the brochure when she joined the 
end of the three-block line curling 
around the fountain and wrought* 
iron lampposts of Pushkin Square. 

Entrepreneurs hawked their wares 
along the line. One ruble for a Lat- 
vian humor newspaper, just 25 times 
the price of Pravda. Or 25 rubles for 
an application to emigrate to the 
Unit^ States. The stack of blank' pa- 
perwork is available free to anyone 
willing to stand in another line at the 
“Embassy. ^ 

Inside, the sheer volume has taken 


its toll. A milkshake is served melt- 
ed, and the Big Mac is a bit flat be- 
cause iceberg lettuce doesn’t curl the 
same when grown under gloss in 
these northern latitudes. 

But the fries were salty and gold- 
cn, a straw stood in a second shake 
Soviets found lettuce wondrous 
enough, without worrying about its 
.ability to fluff up o sandwich. 

Four hours into their day, few of 
the 250 young people cooking and 
manning 27 cosh registers managed 
obligatory McDonald’s smiles, but 
all were unfailingly polite. For Sovi- 
ets accustomed to snarling clerics 
slopping out cafeterio hash, this is 
nothing short of unbelievable. 

“We really like the service," said a 
smiling Irina Borunovo, who came to 
Moscow from the town of Murom. 
150 miles to the east, with her hus- 
band and smoU son. 

“ir$ so clean! Not like a Soviet 
restaurant,’’ marveled Nina Balit- 
skaya, 0 student teacher who admit- 
ted to having braved the line 15 
times. 

For Galina Voyevodkina of 
Moscow, the queue and the prices 
were jusrtoo much. "For this kind of 
money, 1 coiild sit in a real rcsuuront 
and be served,’’ she pointed out. 
"And it’s not fast. I had to stand in 
line for an hour and a half.” 

' A Dig Mac costs 3.75 rubles, or a 
little over two hours’ pay for the av- 
erage Soviet. Restaurants in state ho 
'lcls“chargc"lwo~ld"lhrcc‘ rubles for’’ o' 
entree, while private Soviet restau- 


rants may demand 10 to 50 rubles. 

Already, McDonald’s has spawned 
a Soviet clone. Across town on 
Taganka Square, the some yellow 
and red colors spell out “Gomburger 
Kafe." That is the Russian translitcr- 
ation of hamburger, be cause the lan- 
guage has no letter 

The small cafe abandons the usual 
Soviet restaurant gloom in favor of 
its competitor's ida of allowing sun- 
light to stream through the windows. 
The decor is typically Soviet with 
Hve clashing pattens of ceramic tile. 

The "gamburgers'’ arrive in unusu- 
ally fresh and crusty buns,, served 
with white cheese, onions, green 
pepper and cucumbCT — Soviet op- 
proximations of the Cheddar cheese, 
onions, lettuce and pickles that Mc- 
Donald’s found only by building is 
own S50 million Moscow food foe- 
tory. 

"Gomburgers" ore fairly fast, 
served to n line of five people in just 
minutes'. But they’re stone cold. 

McDonald’s rigured the demand 
would be overwhelming when it 
opened Moscow's first taste of the 
West six months ago. But managers 
were stunned when the volume hit 
30,000 meals a day. Now, it’s more 
than 50,000. The restaurant is the 
chain’s biggest and busiest.

Deposits 
atS&Ls 
still down 

. WASHDJGTON (AP) — The na- 
tion’s savings institutions lost $19.9 
billion in deposits during the fust 
two months of 1990, neoriy match- 
ing the record outflows, of a year 
earlier, the govemment said Friday. 

Depositors at' institutions still un- 
•der— private- ownership — withdrew- 
$13.7 billion more thirn they dis 
posited during January and Febru- 
ary, the Treasury Department's Of- 
fice of Thrift Supervision said In a 
long-delayed statistical report. Ac- 
count holders at failed io^tutions 
under government control withdrew 
a net $6.2 billion. 

At all institutions net withdrawals 
totaled $13.3 billion in January, a 
record topping the previous, mark of 
$10.9 billion in January 1989, and 
$6.6 billion in February. 

The two-month total fell just short 
of the $20 billion drain in Jonuary- 
Febfuary 1989. February marked the 
20th dc^sit drain in 21 months and 
left the industry’s total deposit base 
otS926.S billion. 

Economists attributed the outflow 
to three factors: 

• Deliberate' shrinkage by solvent 
S&Ls trying to meet stringent copi- 
tal requirements imposed by lost 
August’s bailout bill. 

• A cut in the high interest rates 
ofl'ered by failed institutions oftcr 
they come under government con- 
trol. 

• Lingering confidence problems 
among depositors at failed thrifts, 
despite goverrunent insurance guar- 
anteeing each account up to 
$ 100 , 000 .

INEL program aims at using

IDAHO FALLS (AP) — ’ "Bio- 
mining,” or using bacteria sepa- 
rate metals from ore, may be a re- 
ality some day, thanks to research 
at the Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory. 

INEL researchers arc looking for 
a new way to refine phosphate 
from low-grade ore. The U.S. pro- 
cesses more than 35 million tons of 
phosphate ore annually to meet 
needs for phosphorus-based fertil- 
izers,' food product's and pharma- 
ceuticals. 

But it’s expensive and refining it 
by ■ conventional methods con- 


sumes huge amounts of electricity. 
That means only the highest grades 
of ores can be used, and it's not fi- 
nancially feasible to refine low- 
grade ore. 

Research at EG&G Idaho is 
aimed at using microorganisms on 
phosphate ore to separate tlic phos- 
phate from ore and dissolve it in 
water. 

"Wc know that this occurs in na- 
ture,” said EG&G biotcchnologist 
Rob Rogers. "Our task is to under- 
stand how it happens so that wc 
can develop on industrial applica- 
tion for it."

WASHINGTON (AP) — Unem- 
ployment is hitting rural areas harder 
these days, partly because so many 
communities now depend less on 
fanning and more on other types of 
Jobs, (recording to n report released 
Saturday. 

. The Economic Policy Institute re- 
port said that in the 1980s a propor- 
tionately largcr‘"niimbcr~df' hiral' 
workers were laid off compared to 
their urban coiinteiports. 

“Between 1981 and 1984, approx- 
imately 63 million workers were 
displaccd-fioffl. full-time~wage-and- 
salory jobs,” the report said. “Of 
these. 1.6 million, or 26 percent, 
rcsid^ in rural areas, higher than 
the rural share of total employment, 
21 percent.** 

Rural workers also experienced 
longer periods of unemployment and 
were more likely to be forced into 
new jobs at lower pay than their old 
ones. 

The report, “Job Displacement 
and the Rural Worker,” said rural 
economies have grown away from a 
reliance on a^culture and have be- 
come more dependent on manufac- 
turing and service industries. Thus, 
it said, rural workers are more vul- 
nerabm to shills that result in 
widespread job loss from layoffs and 
plant closings 

The study’s author, Michael 
Podguisky of the University of Mas- 
sachusetts, said rural workers have a 
herder time recovering .from eco- 
nomic dislocation. 

Both comings and employment 
prospects lor rural workers dimin- 
ished in the 1980s. 

“Permanent job loss from layoffs 
and plant closings is occurring more 
frequently in rural areas, and the ef- 
fect Is much more severe,” 
Podgursky said. “Rural Americans

Prospective lawyers face bajftle of the bar

S haron Dunkin'didn’t have any prob- 
lem sleeping the night before last 
summer’s Idaho bar exam. 

The night before that, however, 
she repeatedly awoke in a cold sweat, the 
same nightmare recurring each time she fell 
back asleep. 

The dream went like this; She’d already 
~takch lhc'bur’and'funed.“And each lime shc' 
tried to use her credit card, a computer noti- 
fied the merchant, she’d failed the bar, "and 
they'd give me these smirks and sympathet- 
ic smiles,” she recalls. 

In reality, Dunkin - a University of Ne- 
braska College of Law grad who'd already 
landed a job with the Twin Falls firm of 
Nelson Rosholt Robertson Tolman & Tuck- 
er before leaving school - passed the bar 
exam on her first try. 

Most Idaho attorneys conquer the test on 
their first attempts. Bui the bar exam Is still 
a formidable challenge. Ask John F. 
Kennedy Jr. - son of the former president - 
who is preparing to make his third attempt 
at passing the New York State exam. 

This week. Kennedy and about 40,000 
Ollier potential lawyers around the country 
will take the Multislntc Bar Exam, a test 
used by all but a handful of states, usually 
in combination with a state exam. 

Wouid-bc legal eagles in Idaho face a 
two-day test (which until recently was a 
rwo-and-a-half day affair). On Tuesday, stu- 
dents will tackle essay questions from the 
multislate and Idaho portions of the exam. 
Wednesday, they'll confront the mullistate 
exam's 200-question multiple choice por- 
tion. 

Jamie LaMurc, who’s winding up a year 
as law clerk for District Court Judge Daniel 
Hurlbutt, took the bar exam lost summer. 
After juggling law school studies at the 
University ofldaho with her responsibilities 
as the mother of two kids.-she almos'-took - 
the test in stride.

Programs put

"One thing we try to do i.s help peo- 
ple cut through the garbage,” says Paul 
Tinker, director of the Bar/Bri program 
for Idaho and Utah. "Don't spend too 
much time worrying over a million mi- 
nor details." 

Bar/Bri is a bar exam review course 
token by mimy law school graduates. 
In about two months, the course re- 
views three years of law school, con-; 
centroting on six major areas: crimi- ; 
nal law, constitutional law, contracts, 
propeny, torts and evidence. The basic 
course costs about $700; supplemental 
in-tiruction can kick the fee us high os 
$900, ■ 

Tlic bar exam is "not something 
where you can Just wing it,” says Tin- 
ker, a former Idahoan who worked 
many years in the Utah attorney gener- 
al’s office before becoming director of 
the Bar/Bri regional office, headquar- 
tered in Salt Lake City. 

For mo.sf people, preparing 'for the 
bar means’ working only part time or 
not at all between graduation and the 
exam. "You simply have to, one way 
or another, set aside the time,” says 
Tinker.

how they turn their gardens into something at 
which the deer turn up their noses — with environ- 
mentally safe methods. 

•*lt qne lU liWe n p i^rn p arlor, hut it wnrkfi,'-!-«ays_ 
one reader who dusts her flowers with garlic pow- 
-der and Ted (cayenne) pepper. "Be sure to use gar- 
.lic_pqwdcr and not garlic salt,” she stresses, be- 
cause deer like salt She season^ her flowers after 
rainfalls. “I have a vegetable garden which it does 
not woric on because 1 have to water it more often.” 

- Another reader keeps deer at bay by planting 
garlic throughout the garden. 

‘‘Buck-OfT and Doc-Away” is what another read- 
er calls a commercially available product, called 
Hinder. "I have deer sleeping in my y^, tmd 1_ 
love the deer, but 1 have petunias and roses,” says 
Nancy Kinney, who teaches art at a Boulder, Colo., 
junior high school. After spraying the plants with 
Hinder, ^e says the deer took one mouthful and 
-then didn’t tou^ the plants again.--Thc mama and.. 
two babies sleep right on my patio and nothing is 
disturbed." 

Hinder’s active ingredient is "ammonium soaps 
of higher fatty acids," which McGuckin Hardware 
garden center (in Boulder) manager J.D. Dunwell 
says works by odor, like onions. "It will not hurt 
the deer, birds or rodents. It's biodegradable and 
doesn’t leave a residue, but docs have a high, 
strong odor." Hinder can also be sprayed directly 
on vegetables and washes off before harvesting or 
consumption.

"Me and my peers feel wc have 
this burden to fix the country because 
of (he problems (hat have occurred 
with baby boomers. The 'thirtysome- 
ihing,’ white bread, )^ppic mentality 
bos been very damaging. It’s intellec- 
tually very sterile,” says Steve Lcm- 
cr. a University of Californio, Santa 
Cruz, sophomore majoring in eco- 
nomics and Japanese studies. 

“The fact is that social structures 
arc continually adapting to different 
population changes." says Vcm 
- Bengtson, profcssor..of: -gerontology 

Southern California. “There is going 
to be enormous technological change 
between now and the year 2000.” 

The 48-ycar-old professor knows 
firsthand what it’s like to be port of a 
baby bust generation. "I was bom in 
1941,” he explains. “There was a 
baby boom in the 1920s. There was 
also one between 1900 and 1910. We 
have hod cycles of a baby boom or a 
baby bust that seem to come about 
every 30 years. Today’s young baby 
bust generation seems to be totally 
unique, but it’s happened before.’’ 

In fact, Bcngt^ doesn’t believe 
the baby bust picture is all that bleak: 
“My generation was highly advan- 
taged because we were fewer than 
our predecessors., The previous gen- 
eration hod opened up new social po- 
sitions for us. That's the cose today. 
The baby boomers have opened up 
new social positions and institutions. 
The baby busters who follow will 
have it relatively easier than the baby 
boomers did." 

Indeed, in Dychtwald’s opinion, 
perhaps the richest legacy of baby 
boomers will be the results of their 
ill-fated test runs. “The baby 
_boomcrs_wcnt_ofF.and_tricd put hun^ 
dieds of different lifestyles from 
which the busters can now pick and 
choose," he says. The busters don’t 
have to clear ail those paths. The 
boomers ore the R & D (research and 
development) group for the busters."

Soviet, American marriage 


welcomed by governments

COLLEGE PARK. Md. — Not 
long ago. a marriuge like (his could 
have earned (hem both the label of 
turncoat. Imagine, the longtime chief 
of the Soviet space program marry- 
ing the granddaughte r of an Amov 
can president. 

So when Roald Z. Sagdeev, a 
communist, and Sassn Eisenhower, 
a blue-blooded Republican, wed in 
Fcbriury, they thought out their mar- • 
riage with the care of negotiators 
draOing a nuclear-weapons treaty. 

•*Wc inode our own .sy.stcm analy- 
sis of the whole situation, like nmv> 
controllers would be doing,” said 
, Sagdeev, who was an adviser to 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev on nuclear 
weapons policy. 

First, (hey pondered the worst- 
ca.se scenario: PerJiaps llieir visas 
would be denied, to keep them apart. 
Perhaps (he Soviet marriage reguMry 
would reject their union. Certainly, 
Sagdeev's standing as a member of 
the Soviet Congress of People’s 
Deputies mi^t be jeopardized. 

"And ihcn,” he said, "wc consid- 
ered (he realistic situation, given the 
intcmational climate and the demoli- 
tion of (he Berlin Wall.” 

In a sign of (he times, the marriage 
was welcomed in Wa.siiinglon and 
Moscow.

' Il-is- un -instituto -lhat -Sagdeev- 
struggled to open to the West. In do- 
ing so, he gave "glasnost" an early 
nudge. 

Back in 1982, when Leonid 
Brezhnev’s gray government still 
cast a pallor over Soviet science, 
Sagdeev decided that space research 
had to make an end run around the 
bureaucracy. He had realized that on 
unmanned space shot planned for 
Vcnu.s could hit scientific pay dirt by 
detouring past Halley’s comet, 
which was on its periodic swing 
through this cmlofthe solar system. 

But to retool the so-callcd Vega 
mission, Sagdeev needed insiru- 
menus available only in tlie West. 
And he needed them fast. The mis- 
sion was only two years away. 

Neither the Soviet government nor 
the American was willing to endorse 
this joint effort, though American 
scientists were eager to sign on. Tlic 
scientisLs arranged a rendezvous in 
Budapest, Hungary, where the 
Americans provided a key instru- 
ment to measure particles from-thc 
comet.

Entrepreneurs cash in on Mandela 
success with stuffed dolls of Winnie 


JOHANNESBURG. Sout h Afric a 

(AP) — In the heart of the white 
suburbs, Winnie Mandela is a hit. 
Not as a fiery uclivi.st, but as a 
stuffed doll. 

Priced nt S38, the two-foot high 
Winnie doll comes complete with 
headdress, gold-colored hoop car- 
rings. on African print dress and lots 
of jewelry. 

Mrs. Mandela, wife of African 
National Congrc.ss leader Nelson 
Mandela, has been a controversial 
anti-npartheid activist known for her 
provocative statements and flashy 
outfits. 

Capitalizing on Mrs. Mandela's 
notoriety, two young white design 
students have been handmuking the 
Winnie dolls and selling them at on 
upscale shopping mall in the afllu- 
ent white suburbs of Johannesburg. 

Mrs. Mandela, once culled 
‘■Mother of the Nation" by her black 
supporters, was expelled from the 
onti-aporthcid movement lost year 
afler her bodyguards were accused 
of waging a "reign of terror’' in die 
Soweto township ouLsido Johannes- 
burg. 

She has been re-accepted by anti- 
apartheid groups since her husband 
was released from pri.son in Febru- 
ary. 



That’s a speech Sagdeev himself 
has been giving for years. 

Long before he undertook his ro- 
mantic "perestroika," Sagdeev was 
quietly arranging meetings between 
Soviet and American scientists — 
before most people in the West had 
even heard of Gorbachev. Indeed, 
while Sagdeev was leading the Sovi- 
ets in the frontiers of space, he was 
helping to forge a new order here on 
Farth, He was ’among die first high- 
ranking Soviets to work quietly but 
forcefully to change the system. 

Sagdeev now talks openly_wilh. 
American scientists in his new 
home, a largely bare office in the 
University of Maryland’-S physics 
building here. The rolling green 
campus, with its columned, red-brick 
Gcor^an buildings, contrasts with 
his fonner haunts at the Soviet Space 
Research Institute, a massive con- 
crcte-and-glass .structure n few miles 
south of the Kremlin. 

A modest, bespectacled 57-year- 
old whose thick Russian accent does 
not obscure his occasionally ironic 
insights, - Sagdeev is an aggressive 
advocate for arms control and Soviet 

-potiiieiil-rcform: 

Those interests, he said, forced 
him to relinquish lu5) post as director 
of (he institute in 1988, afler 15 
yciiis. and to turn aside ofiers to be- 
come (he chief scientist on the Sovi-

Not all of Sagdeev’s projects have 
been award-winners. The Soyicls’ 
Phobos 1 mission to a Martian moon 
^'nded two years ago when flight 
controllers lost touch with the craft 
more than 100 million miles shyof 
its destination. The follow-up mis- 
sion also ended prematurely, soon 
afler Phobos II started sending back 
images. 

_.Thc disappointments. of-.the. Pho- 
bos program, said Sagdeev, offer a 
lesson for Americans dismayed by 
the failure Inst month of the Hubble 
space telescope. 

“Such setbacks, I know from ex- 
perience in Russia, arc most often 
used by opponents (of space re- 
search) to oppose scientific pro- 
grams." Sagdeev said. "I would hope 
in America there would be no such 
manipulation as there was in Russia 
after the failure of the Phobos mis- 
sion.” 

Me also counseled American 
scientists to refrain from wringing 
-thcir-hands-ovcr-Hubblo and-instead- 
get on with other experiments until 
repairs can be made. "The message 
that scientists were hoping to get 
from distant points of the universe 
will take 15 billion years to reach us 
at the speed of light," he said. 
‘■Maybe we’ll be mature enough and 


patient enough to wait another two 
or three years.” 

Over the years, Sagdeev has tried 
to steer the creative, sometimes un- 
predictable flow of science through 
the rigid maze of Soviet bureaucracy 
— a system that stuffed scientific 
discovery into the some mold js coal^ 
mihin'g7forcing”scTchtists’ to” promise 
a certain amount of progress over a 
designated period. 

At times, Sagdeev bucked the -sys- 
tem. ln-thc-niid':I970s, for instance, 
he refused to sign on officially circu- 
lated letter condemning Andrei 
Sakharov, the prominent Soviet 
physicist and human-rights activist. ' 

Other times, he worked through 
tlie system. Joining the Communist 
Party several years after he was 
named director of the Space Re- 
search Institute. "In every way, in 
every part of life,” he said, ‘‘it would 
be difficult to progress for noh’-porty 
members.” 

In on environment where politics 
drove science, this scientist became 
a politician. He was riiuncd a repre- 
sentative to the Supreme Soviet from 
the seaside city of Odessa — though 
he never lived there — and then to 
the Congress of People’s Deputies 
under Gorbachev. 

“The space program was a hostage 
of politics," he said. "At the same 
time, it had its own great achieve- . 
ments. Considering the backward- 
ness of Soviet technology in many 
areas and considering the economic 
difficulties in the Soviet Union, it 
still is amazing how much was done 
for the Soviet spa« program." 

Tljal talc, he said, was never wide- 
ly told. Then, at a 1987 conference 
on Sovict-Amcrican relations in Up- 
state New York, he met someone 
who shared his interest in the cxplo- 
■falion ot space: Susan Lisenhower. 

nisonliowcr,'387whoTunsa'\Vash-- 
ington consulting company that aids 
Americun businesses launching vc^ 
lures in the Soviet Union, helped 
persuade him to publish his talc. She 
began to assist in compiling his 
memoirs and polishing their English. 
They met at international confer- 
ences, communicating in between by 
telephone and fax.

"I think he would have had 
tremendous respect for Roald and his 
qualities,” Susan Eisenhower said.

Soon after Sagdeev told a close 
adviser of Gorbachev’s about the

Bunny on endangered species list 


Tho Wlnnlo Mandola doll In tho latest craze to hit South Africa. 


KEY WEST. Fla. (AP) — A rare 
rabbit found only in the Florida Keys 
and n;imcd after Playboy magazine 
founder Hugh Hefner was added to 
the federal endangered species list, 
government biologists said Tlmrsday. 

Only about 200 of the Lower Keys 
marsh rabbits arc believed to live on a 
few islands of the archipelago that ex- 
tends from the southern tip of Florida. 

The animal is the only rabbit 
among the 1,000 creatures on the en- 
dangered species list, s.-iid U.S. Fish 
& Wildlife Service biologist Michael 
Dcntzicn. 

But it joins 16 other animals from 
the islands — including the Key deer 
— already classified as endangered, 
which is not surprising, said Wash- 
ington-bised Fi.sK & Wildlife biolo- 
gist Jay Sheppard. 

"There '.s only a small amount of 
habitat left.” Shcppanl said. "And for 
almost all animals found on islands 
and isolated for a period of a time, the 


rule of thumb is a lower (fertility) 
rate.” , 

The brown, marsh-dwelling rabbits 
were only identified as a separate 
spcccics in 1980. thanks to the work 
of the private Conservation Agency 
and its President James Lazcll. 

He in turn was financed by the 
Playboy Foundation and in gratitude 
the rabbit's Latin name is Sylvilagus 
palustris hefneri, after Hefner. 


Tlie marsh rabbit’s name was en- 
tered in tlie Federal Register on June 
21, and the protection goes into effect 
Saturday. 30 days later, said Shep- 
pard. 

The designation means that no de- 
velopment project funded or auilio- 
rized by the federal government may 
threaten the rabbits' habitat, and no 
one may shoot, trap or harass the ani- 
mals, said Sheppard.

China, but legacy remains 

edge and wealth to carry on Jewish 
traditions in its owti synagogue for al- 
most 700 years. 

And while the Kaifcng Jews com- 
prised not the only ancient Jewish 
community in China, theirs was the 
largest and the one that lasted the 
longest, that left the most identifiable 
legacy .and that has most gripped the 
attention of the outside world in re- 
cent years. 

No one knows for certain, but 
many historians believe that the first 
' Jews came to this city from Persia via 
the Silk Road at least 1. 000 years 
ago. At the time, Kuifeng — silting in 
the flood plain of the Yellow River 
about 400 miles south of Beijing — 
was the Song dynasty imperial capi- 
tal. one of the largest, most resplen- 
dent and most cosmopolitan cities in 
the world, 

The initial Jewish traders grew to a 
religious community numbering at 
one time 3,000 to 4.000 adherents, 
who by 1 163 had built their own tem- 
ple, "The Purity and Truth Syna- 
gogue.” 

Jewish life in Kaifcng wa.s a testi- 
mony to the relative tolerance of (lie 
Chinese and to China’s historical 
habit of assimilating many who came 
to live within its borders. 

The Chinese called them the people 
of the "sinew plucking religion," uRcr 
the 'Jews habit of removing the 
sinews of (he cattle or sheep (hey 
cooked. And they accorded the Jews 
wide respect. 

"They give alm.s to widows and or- 
phan.s, (he afflicted and the lame, and 
provide them with shelter,” goes an 
inscription in Chinese on a stone 
tablet erected in 1489 to commemo- 
“ratc'aTcbuilding'of ihc'Jcwish’tcm: 
pic. "They give funds to those other* 
wi.se too poor to marry or who cannot 
afford funeral eitpenscs. ... They 
maintain accurate scales, and never 
cheat their fellow man." 

Though m.iny of their religious 
practices were for centuries much like 
those of Jews elsewhere in the world, 
Kaifeng’s Jews eventually, spoke and 
dressed like the Chinese. Tlicy mar- 
ried Chinese. Some sat for imperial 
exiuninations and became mandarins, 
Chinn's elite civil servants.

KAIFENG, China — In a cluttered, 
one-room house off a narrow court- 
yard at No. 21 Scripture Teaching 
Religion Southern Lane here in this 
central China city, there Iive.s an old 
Chinese man who knows very little 
.about Judaism, but nonetheless is 
quick to identify himself as Jewish, 

. Zhao Pingyu, 69, a retired city tax 
bureau worker, has heard that Jews 
_1 ieht ca ndles and dri nk wine on Fri- 
■■ day nights', "buf he docs not' under- 
stand why. 

He remembers being told by his fa- 
ther that at a certain time of year ‘.‘ia 
the old days, people aic lamb and 
dabbed some of the lamb blood on 
the mantles above ilic doors to their 
houses.” But he docs not know that 
this replicates an aspect of the Bibli- 
cal story of the first Passover', now 
modified as a Jetvish holiday cele- 
brating Jews' freedom from Egyptian 
bondage. 

And he still recalls that when he 
was 6, his grandmother caught him 
steoling candy and scared him into 
being less naughty. "She told me, 
'You belter be good because you 
know whnt we u.scd to do to little 
Jewish boys,' ” he said, making a cut- 
ting motion with his hand in an 
graphic allusion to one of the oldest 
of Jewish rites, the circumcision of 
mule babies. 

But beyond these limited recollec- 
tions of Jewish rituals, Zhao only 
knows that his blood, like that of his 
male ancestors before him, is in pan 
Jewish. 

"I don't see what the big deal is," 
Zhao said. "1 just have some Jewish 
“blood^I•m^he-sameas‘any■01her■Chl~ 
nese. It doesn't mean anything. I 
don't have any feeling about it one 
wuy or another. It’s been more than a 
100 years since we had a temple here, 
so I’m not familiar with any Jewish 
customs." 

Such is the decidedly withered 
state today of the small, but histori- , 
cally notable community of Jcws.llial.' 
once tlirivcd in Kaifcng. 

It was a community in spite of 
virtual isolation from the rest of the 
Jewish world, had the faith, knowl-

Federal regulators have tried to crack down but

TTic appeals court Friday vacoted all Utrcc 
convictions and sent the ease back to U.S. 
District Judgc.<^rhard Ccscll for a hearing 
to determine whether the ease was tainted by 
the former White House oldc’s televised tes- 
timony to Congress. North testified before 
Congress with a grant of immunity from 
prosecution. 

In addition, the court reversed one convic- 
tion outright — that North altered and de- 
stroyed National Security Council docu- 
ments.
